CoLUMRUs, May 9 .—Attorney Gen­

The Oregon soldiers were ordered to 
fire volleys into it and to perforate sev­ 
eral houses.

Columbia, May 9.—Attorney Gen­ 
eral Monnett filed in the supreme oourt 
his answer to the motion of the Stand­ 
ard Oil company requesting that he des­ 
ignate the persons alluded to in his 
statement that he had been approached 
with offers of bribes to dismiss the suits 
against the company aud named Ollas. 
B. Squires, tenderly of Olevelahd and 
now of New York, as the party through 
whom the alleged proposition was made. 
The attorney general, in his answer, 
said in part: 
“ The motion having beeu made to be 
heard May 18, the attorney general 
waives the length of time aud asks for 
an immediate hearing. He concurs in 
the request of the defendant that the 
court appoint a commissioner to take 
the legal testimony which bears upon 
the truth of such charges as are set 
forth in the complaint, or that such tes­ 
timony may bt* taken in any other mode 
that this court may deem expedient. 
“ The plaintiff had no means of bring­ 
ing the defendant into court in con­ 
tempt without an order from the court, 
but the same having been waived by 
the entry of appearance by this motion 
and to avoid delay, the plaintiff com­ 
plies with the demands of the motion 
so far as it is able.” 
He said he could not produce the name 
of the persons who requested Ryan, or 
compel Watson to furnish names of par­ 
ties who made offers, but the court could 
do so on orders.

One o f the mo st remark able facts to 
be fo u nd in the histo ry o f sleep co nsists 
in the u tter inability to resist its o nset 
in cases o f ex treme fatigu e. Sev eral re­ 
mark able instances are giv en in which 
perso ns hav e co ntinu ed to walk o nward 
while sleep has o v erco me them, the au - 
tfjmatic centers o f the brain ev idently 
co ntro lling and stim u lating the mu scles 
when co nscio u sness itself 
had been 
co mpletely abro gated. 
It is reco rded 
that at the battle o f the Nile, amid the 
ro ar o f canno n and the fall o f wreck age, 
so me o f the o v erfatigu ed bo y s serv ing 
the gu ns with po wder fell asleep o n the 
deck . 
Dr, Carpenter giv es ano ther in­ 
stance o f allied k ind. 
In the co u rse o f 
the Bu rmese war the captain o f a frig­ 
ate activ ely engaged in co mbat fell 
asleep fro m sheer ex hanstio n and slept 
so u ndly fo r two ho u rs within a y ard o f 
o ne o f the biggest gu ns, which was be­ 
ing activ ely wo rk ed du ring hie slu m­ 
bers. 
It is a m atter o f co mmo n medical 
k no wledge that ex treme ex hau stio n in 
face o f the sev erest pain^will indu ce 
sleep 
Here the imperativ e demand o f 
the bo dy —a demand implanted. asAv e 
hav e seen, in the co nstitu tio n o f cu r 
frames—asserts its influ ence, and ev en 
pain, the o rdinary co nqu ero r o f repo se, 
has in its tu rn to su ccu mb. One o f the 
mo st ex trao rdinary cases in which the 
o v erru ling po wer o f sleep was ev er ex ­ 
emplified was that o f Damiens, co n­ 
demned fo r treaso n in Paris in 17o 7 
He was barbaro u sly to rtu red, bu t re­ 
mark ed that the depriv atio n o f sleep 
had been the greatest to rtu re o f all 
It 
was repo rted that he slept so u ndly ev en 
in the sho rt interv als which elapsed be­ 
tween his perio ds o f to rtu re. 
Amo ng the Chinese a fo rm o f pu nish­ 
ment fo r crimes co nsists in k eeping the 
priso ner co ntinu ally awak e o r in aro u s­ 
ing him incessantly after sho rt inter­ 
v als o f repo se. 
After the eighth day o T 
su ch sleeplessness o ne criminal beso u ght 
bis capto rs to pu t him to death by any 
means they co u ld cho o se o r inv ent, so 
great was his pain and to rment du e to 
the absence o f “ natu re’s so ft nu rse. ’ 
Perso ns engaged in mechanical labo r, 
su ch as attending a machine in a fac­ 
to ry . hav e o ften fallen asleep despite 
the plain reco rd o f pains and penalties 
attending su ch derelictio n o f du ty , to 
say no thing o f the sense o f perso nal 
danger which was plainly k ept befo re 
their ey es. 
One o f the mo st interesting phases 
co nnected with sleep is that in which a 
determinatio n, fo rmed o v ernight, that 
we sho u ld wak e at a certain ho u r acts 
tru e to the appo inted time. 
In certain 
instances with which I am acqu ainted 
the idea acts perfectly , in o thers it acts 
o ccasio nally , and in o ther cases, again, 
it fails co mpletely . The ex planatio n o f 
this habit depends o n what o ne may 
term a “ do minant idea,” o r an idee 
fix e, as the French term it. 
There is 
so mething ak in in this wak ing no tio n 
to the “ do minant idea” with which a 
hy pno tist may impress his facile su b­ 
ject. If we su bstitu te fo r the hy pno tist 
the indiv idu al himself, o r may hap the 
idea o f the friend who has been im­ 
pressing u po n him the necessity fo r 
so u nding the rev eille at a giv en ho u r 
in the mo rning, we can discern the ra­ 
tio nale o f the actio n with a fair degree 
o f clearness. 
The do minant idea in the shape o f 
the necessity fo r awak ing at a certain 
time is impressed o n the brain and is 
pro bably transmitted to tho se au to matic 
o r lo wer centers which ru le o u r me­ 
chanical acts which are respo nsible fo r 
the v isio ns o f the night and which are 
capable o f carry ing o u t. either in the 
entire absence o f co nscio u sness o r in the 
ex ercise o f a su bco nscio u s co nditio n, 
many co mplex actio ns. 
Thro u gh the 
ho u rs o f sleep the do minant idea re­ 
mains impressed o n these lo wer centers. 
The head o f the bu siness sleeps o n while 
the night watchman is awak e, and so . 
pro mpt to the time itr sho rtly befo re o r 
after it. the desired resu lt is attained 
and the slu mbering brain is awak ened 
to the fu ll measu re o f its activ ity . 
That sleep is ru led by .the lu ihits o f 
the indiv idu al is ex tremely ev ident An 
instance is giv en in which a perso n who 
bad tak en passage o n bo ard a warsliii» 
was ru dely awaicened by the mo rning 
gu n, which startled him ex ceedingly 
On su cceeding mo rnings the gu n wo k e 
him at first sharply and then mu ch 
mo re qu ietly , u ntil at length he slept 
o n witho u t being distu rbed at all in his 
slu mbers by the repo rt. It is also no ta­ 
ble that when a special habit o f life has 
beco me part and parcel o f the daily 
ro ntine sleep is liable to be distu rbed 
by ev en the slightest appeal which o r­ 
dinarily wak es the indiv idu al in the 
ex ercise o f his pro fessio n, while no ises 
o f mnch mo re griev o u s character fail 
to effect that resu lt. The do cto r wak es 
o n the slightest agitatio n o f his night 
bell, while the click o f the needle awak es 
the tired telegraphist when a lo nd no ise 
might fail 
Sir Edwa rd Co dringto n wa s serv ing 
in the ea rly da y s o f his na v a l ex peri­ 
ences a s signa l lientena nt to Lo rd Ho o d 
a t the ba ttle cf To nlo n. 
His dnty wa s 
tha t o f wa tching fo r a nd interpreting 
the signa ls ma de by the lo o ko ut frig­ 


ates. and in tnis capacity ne remaineo 
o n deck fo r 18 o r Ifl ho nrs o nt o f the 
24 Ex hau sted with the strain o f watch­

Is B o le d by H ab it. 
One of the most remarkable facts to 
be found in the history of sleep consists 
in the utter inability to resist its onset 
in cases of extreme fatigue. Several re­ 
markable instances are given in which 
persons have continued to walk onward 
while sleep has overcome them, the au­ 
tomatic centers of the brain evidently 
controlling and stim ulating the muscles 
when consciousness itself 
had been 
completely abrogated. 
It is recorded 
that at the battle of the Nile, amid the 
roar of cannon and the fall of wreckage, 
some of the overfatigued boys serving 
the guns with powder fell asleep on the 
deck. 
Dr. Carpenter gives another in­ 
stance of allied kind. 
In the course of 
the Burmese war the captain of a frig­ 
ate actively engaged in combat fell 
asleep from sheer exhaustion and slept 
soundly for two hours within a yard of 
one of the biggest guns, which was be­ 
ing actively worked during hie slum­ 
bers. 
It is a m atter of common medical 
knowledge that extreme exhaustion in 
face of the severest pain^will induce 
sleep 
Here the imperative demand of 
the body—a demand implanted, asAve 
have seen, in the constitution of cur 
frames—asserts its influence, and even 
pain, the ordinary conqueror of repose, 
bas in its turn to succumb. One of the 
most extraordinary cases in which the 
overruling power of sleep was ever ex­ 
emplified was that of Damiens, con­ 
demned for treason in Paris in 175? 
He was barbarously tortured, but re­ 
marked that the deprivation of sleep 
had been the greatest torture of all. 
It 
was reported that he slept soundly even 
in the short intervals which elapsed be­ 
tween his periods of torture. 
Among the Chinese a form of punish­ 
ment for crimes consists in keeping the 
prisoner continually awake or in arous­ 
ing him incessantly after short inter­ 
vals of repose. 
After the eighth day oT 
such sleeplessness one criminal besought 
bis captors to put him to death by any 
means they could choose or invent, so 
great was his pain and torm ent due to 
the absence of “ nature’s soft nurse. ’ 
Persons engaged in mechanical labor, 
such as attending a machine in a fac­ 
tory. have often fallen asleep despite 
the plain record of pains and penalties 
attending such dereliction of duty, to 
say nothing of the sense of personal 
danger which was plainly kept before 
their eyes. 
One of the most interesting phases 
connected with sleep is that in which a 
determination, formed overnight, that 
we should wake at a certain hour acts 
true to the appointed time. 
In certain 
instances with which I am acquainted 
the idea acts perfectly, in others it acts 
occasionally, and in other cases, again, 
it fails completely. The explanation of 
this habit depends on what one may 
term a “ dominant idea,” or an idee 
fixe, as the French term i t 
There is 
something akin in this waking notion 
to the “ dominant idea” w ith which a 
hypnotist may impress his facile sub­ 
ject. If we substitute for the hypnotist 
the individual himself, or mayhap the 
idea of the friend who has been im­ 
pressing upon him the necessity for 
sounding the reveille at a given hoar 
in the morning, we can discern the ra­ 
tionale of the action with a fair degree 
of dearness. 
The dominant idea in the shape of 
the necessity for awaking at a certain 
time is impressed on the brain and is 
probably transm itted to those automatic 
or lower centers which rule our me­ 
chanical acts which are responsible for 
the visions of the night and which are 
capable of carrying out. either in the 
entire absence of consciousness or in the 
exercise of a subconscious condition, 
many complex actions. 
Through tile 
hours of sleep the dominant idea re­ 
mains impressed on these lower centers. 
The head of the business sleeps on while 
the night watchman is awake, and so. 
prompt to the time or shortly before or 
after it. the desired result is attained 
and the slumbering brain i9 awakened 
to the full measure of its activity. 
That sleep is ruled by,the habits of 
the individual is extremely evident. An 
instance is given in which a person who 
had taken passage on board a warship 
was rudely awakened by the morning 
gun. which startled him exceedingly 
On succeeding mornings the gun woke 
him at first sharply and then much 
more quietly, until at length he slept 
on without being disturbed at all in his 
slumbers by the report It is also nota­ 
ble that when a special habit of life has 
become part and parcel of the daily 
routine sleep is liable to be disturbed 
by even the slightest appeal which or­ 
dinarily wakes the individual in the 
exercise of his profession, while noises 
of much more grievous character fail 
to effect that result. The doctor wakes 
on the slightest agitation of his night 
bell, while the click of the needle awakes 
the tired telegraphist when a loud noise 
might fail 
Sir Edward Codrington was serving 
in the early days of his naval experi­ 
ences aa signal lieutenant to Lord Hood 
at the battle cf Toulon. His duty was 
that of watching for and interpreting 
the signals made by the lookout frig­ 


ates. and in tms capacity ne remained 
on deck f o r 18 or 19 hours out of the 
24 Exhausted with the strain of watch 
ing he went below to obtain sleep, and 
reposed soundly, undisturbed by any 
ordinary noise. 
Yet whenever a com 
rade lightly whispered in his ear the 
word “ signal’ he at once awoke, read} 
for duty. The cause of sleep is as yet a 
matter of scientific debate. In the pres­ 
ent state of our knowledge there can be 
no absolute certainty in the m attar.— 
“ The Ape of Death. ” by Dr. Andrew 
Wilson.

One of the most remarkable facts to 
be found in the history of sleep consists 
in the utter inability to resist its onset 
in cases of extreme fatigue. Several re­ 
markable instances are given in which 
persons have continued to walk onward 
while sleep has overcome them, the au­ 
tomatic centers of the brain evidently 
controlling and stim ulating the muscles 
when consciousness itself 
had been 
completely abrogated. 
It is recorded 
that at the battle of the Nile, amid the 
roar of cannon and the fall of wreckage, 
some of the overfatigued boys serving 
the guns with powder fell asleep on the 
deck. 
Dr Carpenter gives another in­ 
stance of allied kind. 
In the course of 
the Burmese war the captain of a frig­ 
ate actively engaged in combat fell 
asleep from sheer exhaustion and slept 
soundly for two hours within a yard of 
one of the biggest guns, which was be­ 
ing actively worked during hic slum­ 
bers. 
It is a m atter of common medical 
knowledge that extreme exhaustion in 
face of the severest pain^will induce 
sleep 
Here the imperative demand of 
the body—a demand implanted, as^ve 
have seen. in the constitution of cur 
frames—asserts its influence, and even 
pain, the ordinary conqueror of repose. 
has in its turn to succumb. One of the 
most extraordinary cases in which the 
overruling power of sleep was ever ex­ 
emplified was that of Damiens, con­ 
demned for treason in Paris in 1757 
He was barbarously tortured, but re­ 
marked that the deprivation of sleep 
had been the greatest torture of all. 
It 
was reported that he slept soundly even 
in the short intervals which elapsed be­ 
tween his periods of torture. 
Among the Chinese a form of punish­ 
ment for crimes consists in keeping the 
prisoner continually awake or in arous­ 
ing him incessantly after short inter­ 
vals of repose. 
After the eighth day oT 
such sleeplessness one criminal besought 
bis captors to put him to death by any 
means they could choose or invent, so 
great was his pain and torment due to 
the absence of “ nature’s soft nurse. ’ 
Persons engaged in mechanical labor, 
such as attending a machine in a fac­ 
tory, have often fallen asleep despite 
the plain record of pains and penalties 
attending such dereliction of duty, to 
say nothing of the sense of personal 
danger which was plainly kept before 
their eyes. 
One of the most interesting phases 
connected with sleep is that in which a 
determination, formed overnight, that 
we should wake at a certain hour acts 
true to the appointed time. 
In certain 
instances with which I am acquainted 
the idea acts perfectly, in others it acts 
occasionally, and in other cases, again, 
it fails completely. The explanation of 
this habit depends on what one may 
term a “ dominant idea,” or an idee 
fixe, as the French term i t There is 
something akin in this waking notion 
to the “ dominant idea” with which a 
hypnotist may impress his facile sub­ 
ject. If we substitute for the hypnotist 
the individual himself, or mayhap the 
idea of the friend who has been im­ 
pressing upon him the necessity for 
sounding the reveille at a given hour 
in the morning, we can discern the ra­ 
tionale of the action with a fair degree 
of clearness. 
The dominant idea in the shape of 
the necessity for awaking at a certain 
time is impressed on the brain and is 
probably transmitted to those automatic 
or lower centers which rule our me­ 
chanical acts which are responsible for 
the visions of the night and which are 
capable of carrying out, either in the 
entire absence of consciousness or in the 
exercise of a subconscious condition, 
many complex actions. 
Through tile 
hours of sleep the dominant idea re­ 
mains impressed on these lower centers. 
The head of the business sleeps on while 
the night watchman is awake, and so. 
prompt to the time or shortly before or 
after it. the desired result is attained 
and the slumbering brain is awakened 
to the full measure of its activity. 
That sleep is ruled by,the habits of 
the individual is extremely evident An 
instance is given in which a person who 
had taken passage on board a warship 
was rudely awakened by the morning 
gun. which startled him exceedingly 
On succeeding mornings the gun woke 
him at first sharply and then much 
more quietly, until at length he slept 
on without being disturbed at all in his 
slumbers by the report. It is also nota­ 
ble that when a special habit of life has 
become part and parcel of the daily 
routine sleep is liable to be disturbed 
by even the slightest appeal which or­ 
dinarily wakes the individual in the 
exercise of his profession, while noises 
of mach more grievous character fail 
to effect that result. 
The doctor wakes 
on the slightest agitation of his night 
bell, while the click of the needle awakes 
the tired telegraphist when a loud noise 
might fail. 
Sir Edward Codrington was serving 
in the early days of his naval experi­ 
ences as signal lieutenant to Lord Hood 
at the battle cf Toulon. 
His duty was 
that of watching for and interpreting 
the signals made by the lookout frig­ 


ates. and in tms capacity ne remaineo 
on deck for 18 or 19 hours out of the 
24 Exhausted with the strain of watch 
ing. he went below to obtain sleep, and 
reposed soundly, undisturbed by any 
ordinary noise. 
Yet whenever a cran 
rade lightlv whispered in his ear the 
word “ signal” he at once awoke, ready 
for duty. The cause of sleep is as yet a 
matter of scientific debate. In the pres 
out state of our knowledge there can be 
no absolute certainty in the matter. -

But what most impressed me was the 
fact that through all these years his 
royal highness should have remembered 
my mother. 
“ He asked so eagerly and pleasantly 
about old Washington people whom he 
met in 1860.

Mr. Seckerson stated that council had 
increased the salaries of the police force 
in the same way, but was informed that 
it was done before the new officers had 
been appointed. 
It was decided to lay the bills over, 
and Clerk Hanley will have the mem­ 
bers of the department make oat their 
bills without the $10 increase and they 
will be paid.

supplied with orders and th ere must be 
few operatives able and willing to work 
wh o lack sitnations. 
“If potters were not to h ave a good 
year nnder existing conditions th e fault 
must be in th e trade itself. Oth er trades 
are flourish ing and th ere most be more 
money to be spent in th e country th an 
h as been th e case for a long time. 
“ Materials and fuel are h igh er, la­ 
bor remains stationary, but with an 
upward tendency, legislation h as im­ 
posed extra risks and onarges upon pot­ 
tery m anufactnrers; but wh ere is th e 
potter outside th e Rockingh am and Jet 
Alliance wh o h as h ad th e temerity to 
raise h is prices or lower h is discounts ? 
He merely contents h imself with grum­ 
bling, blames everybody except h imself, 
makes all h is employers uncomfortable 
and seeks out all little economies wh ich 
often prove to be very expensive ones in 
th e long rnn. 
“ Years ago it was pointed out th at 
th e introduction of 
mach inery into 
mannfactnring 
industry 
tended 
to 
equalize products and cost. As long as 
h and labor was th e principal featnre in 
th e manufacture of crockery British 
pottery, wh eth er ch eapest or not, ranked 
h igh . 
But now th e same iron arms are 
making plates, cups and bowls in Ger­ 
many and France as in England, wh ile 
th e wages of th e workers wh o wield th e 
mach ines are practically 
th e same. 
Every year th e quality of th e workman­ 
sh ip h as been tending upward on th e 
part of competitors, until at th e present 
time th e superior workmansh ip of th e 
English pottery is practically a remem* 
brance only. 
“Plates, dish es, teaware, of Continen­ 
tal make, yon may see equal in finish to 
any present day English w are; but if 
you want good th rown and turned 
pieces th e Continent is emph atically 
‘off.’ One is surprised to find an artis­ 
tic nation like th e French , trusting in 
th eir pottery almost entirely to th e 
monlding and 
mach ine, 
apparently 
blind to th e beantifnl carves and sh arp­ 
ness of outline only obtainable by th e 
old-fash ioned wh eel and h uman h and. 
“ British makers still are apt to plome 
th emselves on th e superiority of th eir 
bodies and glazes, and not with out rea­ 
son. Some Continental prodnctions, it 
most be admitted, are very w(x>den, and 
lack th e solid texture and clear ring of 
best English earth enware. 
But even 
th is advantage is qnickly disappearing, 
as will be recognized at once by an ex­ 
amination of th e wares of some of th e 
best German earth en waré mannfactnr- 
ers. As to decoration, England already 
imports large quantities of lith ograph ic 
transfers from France and Germany, 
and in more artistic forms of decoration 
it is not to be expected th at h er work­ 
men can outsh ine Tentons or French .”

The following letter from a corres­ 
pondent of the New York Commercial 
in Hanley, England, will be read with 
interest in this city. The letter reads: 
“The end of the first quarter of the 
year finds the pottery trade in an im­ 
proved condition. 
Though there is 
nothing like a ‘boom’ most manufactor­ 
ies, whether of china or earthenware, 
of home, or export goods, are fairly well 
supplied with orders and there must be 
few operatives able and willing to work 
who lack situations. 
“lf potters were not to have a good 
year under existing conditions the fault 
must be in the trade itself. Other trades 
are flourishing and there must be more 
money to be spent in the country than 
has been the case for a long time. 
“ Materials and fuel are higher, la­ 
bor remains stationary, but with an 
upward tendency, legislation has im­ 
posed extra risks and cnarges upon pot­ 
tery manufacturers; but where is the 
potter outside the Rockingham and Jet 
Alliance who has had the temerity to 
raise his prices or lower his discounts ? 
He merely contents himself with grum­ 
bling, blames everybody except himself, 
makes all his employers uncomfortable 
and seeks out all little economies which 
often prove to be very expensive ones in 
the long ran. 
“Years ago it was pointed out that 
the introdnction of 
machinery into 
manufacturing 
industry 
tended 
to 
equalize products and cost. 
As long as 
hand labor was the principal featnre in 
the manufacture of crockery British 
pottery, whether cheapest or not, ranked 
high. Bat now the same iron arms are 
making plates, cups and bowls in Ger­ 
many and France as in England, while 
the wages of the workers who wield the 
machines are practically 
the same. 
Every year the quality of the workman­ 
ship has been tending upward on the 
part of competitors, until at the present 
time the superior workmanship of the 
English pottery is practically a remem* 
brance only. 
“Plates, dishes, teaware, of Continen­ 
tal make, yon may see equal in finish to 
any present day English ware; but if 
you want good thrown and turned 
pieces the Continent is emphatically 
‘off.’ One is surprised to find an artis­ 
tic nation like the French, trusting in 
their pottery almost entirely to the 
moulding and 
machine, 
apparently 
blind to the beautiful curves and sharp­ 
ness of outline only obtainable by the 
old-fashioned wheel and human hand. 
“British makers still are apt to plume 
themselves on the superiority of their 
bodies and glazes, and not without rea­ 
son. Some Continental productions, it 
must be admitted, are very wooden, and 
lack the solid texture and clear ring of 
best English earthenware. 
But even 
this advantage is quickly disappearing, 
as will be recognized at once by an ex­ 
amination of the wares of some of the 
best German earthenware manufactur­ 
ers. As to decoration, England already 
imports large quantities of lithographic 
transfers from France and Germany, 
and in more artistic forms of decoration 
it is not to be expected that her work­ 
men can outshine Teutons or French.”

Twentr-six of Cu ba’s Fiercest 
Ou tlaws Taken by Ou r Men.

The m ilitary p rison at Santiago. Cu ­ 
ba, the old Sp anish “ cnartel," v 
Hobson was confined, now contains 26 
of the most desp erate characters th at 
ev er drew breath in the western world. 
Since the dep artnre of the done it has 
been discov ered th at the m onntains and 
inland 
conntry, 
esp ecially Santiago 
p rov ince, are filled w ith a class of brig­ 
ands who are robbers, kidnap ers, cnt- 
throats and footp ads in ev ery sense of 
the word. 
Under Sp anish m isrnle it 
was the cu stom w ith these “ gentlemen 
of the road” to waylay trav elers, lev y 
blackm ail on p lanters, p illage homes 
and kidnap at will, and, like the brig 
ands of old Sp ain and older Italy, they 
fonnd no difficnlty in secnring im m nni- 
ty from arrest by sharing w ith the offi­ 
cials a certain p ercentage of the p lu n­ 
der. 
I know of cases where excellent Sp an­ 
ish officers had not receiv ed one cent of 
p ay for more than tw o years, and they 
had to liv e somehow. The ranks of the 
insu rgent arm y contained many adv en­ 
tu rers, seekers of fortu ne, and after the 
w ar, “ finding their occu p ation gone,” 
they natu rally took to the m ou ntains 
and robbed ev erybody they met. 
This 
is the p roblem the U nited States offi­ 
cials hav e started in to solv e, and the 
resu lt so far has been decidedly fav or­ 
able to ou r forces and rather astonish­ 
ing to the banditti. 
Bribery methods 
“ don’t go,” and now it is shoot to kill 
or su rrender. 
Of the 26 ou tlaws cap tu red in S anti­ 
ago p rov ince to date, sev eral are leaders 
of sep arate bands, and sev en of them 
are scou ndrels of the blackest rep u ta­ 
tion. The latter are Francisco Diegu ez, 
Nicolas M artinez, ^ r e n z o Matamoro, 
Pedro Diaz, Teoflto Chacon (by some 
called Tru ncon) Antonio Lop ez and 
Dam ien Rodrigu ez. 
Diegu ez, who is 
confined in the same cell where Lieu ten­ 
a n t Hobson was held a p risoner, has the 
general rep u tation of being the rin g ­ 
leader. 
For some tim e after Sp anish sov er­ 
eignty ceased in the island the new 
arm y of occu p ation was delu ged w ith 
rep orts of ou trages of ev ery descrip tion. 
This necessitated the sending of troop s 
into the interior, and then the rep orts 
p rov ed to l)e only too well fou nded. 
N ear San Lu is a gov ernm ent p acker 
was shot down in cold blood. The Santa 
Anna coffee p lantation, the largest in 
eastern 
Cu ba, was raided, the p lace 
p lu ndered of p late, coin and ev en fu r­ 
nitu re, and the bu ildings bu rned. H ar­ 
ry Ramsden, son of the late B ritish con­ 
su l at Santiago, was called ou t of a 
store at Moron by a band of 20 armed 
men, who demanded th at he giv e them 
1600, which he had drawn in the m orn­ 
ing at Santiago. 
They got the money, 
and then p acked nearly all the goods in 
the store on horses and disap p eared in 
the hills. 
Sim ilar occu rrences had taken p lace 
all ov er Santiago p rov ince, u nchecked, 
when General Wood took the m atter in 
hand. 
In a week eight of the bandits 
were killed and 82 cap tu red. 
Twenty- 
six of these are now in irons at S anti­ 
ago, carefu lly gu arded by United States 
troop s, who hav e orders to shoot any 
one of them at the slightest attem p t to 
•oscap e. 
The leader, Diegu ez, was cap ­ 
tu red in a most ingeniou s 
manner. 
W ord had come in th at he was ten o rii- 
ing the whole cou ntry arou nd San L u ia 
Among other of his recent exp loits a 
p ack train had been held u p and two 
p ackers killed. 
The p aym aster of the 
Ju rag u a Iron comp any had been w ay­ 
laid and robbed. 
Lieu tenant Hanna, a regu lar officer 
on General W ood’s staff, and another 
officer p roceeded to San Lu is to dev ise 
ways and means for cap tu ring the rob­ 
ber. 
W hile sitting in the sally p ort of 
the arsenal discu ssing the m atter w ith 
some N inth imm u ne officers, who shou ld 
come riding u p the street bu t Diegu ez 
himself, with two of his comp anions, 
and all heav ily iu rmed. 
Lieu tenant Hanna at once step p ed 
ou t to meet the bandit, and while the 
others rode on Diegu ez dism ou nted and 
p roceeded to argu e the situ ation w ith 
the officer. 
No soldiers were in sight, 
and meanwhile the other regu lar officer 
had disap p eared. 
W hile argu ing p ro 
and con. the disp u tants had ap p roached 
the arsenal gates and p retty soon were 
well inside and still conv ersing. 
All at once Lieu tenant H anna said, 
“ Diegu ez, you m ight as well su rrender ; 
look behind you .” The bandit tu rned 
qu ickly, and there were the soldiers 
draw n u p at the entrance and w ith 
them the other officer who had disap ­ 
p eared 
so 
qu ickly. 
Diegu ez’s 
eye 
glanced hastily in ev ery direction, and, 
seeing th at he was hop elessly trap p ed, 
w ithou t another word he u nbu ckled his 
machete, laid it down, then his rev olv ­ 
ers, and finally e m p ti^ his p ockets of 
cartridges. 
He was ironed, and later 


on his two comp anions were cap tu red 
u p the street and the whole p arty 
brou ght to Santiago. 
Perhap s the most cru el of the lot is 
the giant negro, Teofito Chacon, or, as 
some say, Tru ncon, who was the official 
execu tioner for Antonio Maceo du ring 
the Cu ban rebellion. 
It has been said, 
and the tru th of it is adm itted by 
Chacon himself, th at he has p u t to 
death w ith his own hands no less than 
163 p risoners. 
It is said th at w ith his 
p owerfu l w rists he wou ld sometimes 
p u ll ou t a p risoner’s tongu e. 
Before 
tortu ring them , he wou ld first bind 
their elbows secu rely w ith rop es. 0 th - 
♦rs were laid on the grou nd, tightly 
[jou nd, and garroted. 
The bandit is a 
giant in statu re, w ith steel corded m u s­ 
cles and p owerfu l fram e, and strikingly 
rem inds one of the Lygian hero in 
“ Qu o V adis,” who tw ists the head 
from the au rf*:hs. 
The system now adap ted by General 
Wood to su p p ress bu shw hacking is to 
scatter throu ghou t the p rov ince small 
detachm ents of troop s, stationing them 
at the su gar and cop p er p lantations or 
in small v illages and towns, w ith re­ 
liefs of large forces in the m ain cities, 
who can p roceed by qu ick m arches to 
any threatened p oint. 
Althou gh there 
is a rather long record of ou tlaw ry to 
wip e ou t, there can be no dou bt bu t 
th at u nder the p resent system the U n it­ 
ed States will be able to close the final 
chap ter and clear forev er from the 
p ages of ti e western world this last 
stain of the Sp anish regim e.—Sp ecial 
Cor. New York Jou rnal.

T H E KANSAS FIGHT ERS. 


W HEN FIRE BREAKS OUT . 


K eep 
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Stirrlnff D escrip tio n o f T h eir B ra v - 
t fr y a s Sent to Ena la .nd. 
Reu ter, the British Associated Press 
man, knows a good thing when he sees 
it. He cabled to London and back from 
London as follows: 
“ At 4 p . m. the Am erican ship s 
ceased firing. Then the arm y fired three 
gu ns, at an interv al of ten seconds, sig­ 
naling the adv ance of the whole line, 
the Kansas regim ent leading throu gh 
the ju ngle. 
The rebels’ left wing was 
div erted by Major Bell and 100 men. It 
was like clockwork. 
There was no 
hitch anyw here.” 
Like dev ils those desp ised Kansans 
fou ght. They ju m p ed into th at ju ngls 
as m any a tim e they had done in their 
great K ansas rows of 12 foot corn, and 
they w ent throngh it w ith a m ighty 
shou t. 
It was Kansas day. 
Some one 
shou ted: 
“ Rock Chalk! Jay H aw k! K. S. 
U .!” the football yell of the Kansas 
u niv ersity, and the regim ent w ent mad. 
It bad any nu m ber of stu dents in it, 
and L ieu tenant Alv ord, himself a stu ­ 
dent of the u niv ersity, ju m p ed farther 
in the ju ngle than any other man. 
He 
took u p the cry and on he went. 
He 
nev er came back. 
They bu ried the 
brav e fellow where they fou nd him. 
“ H u rrah for K ansas!” some other 
fellow cried, and on the desp ised K an­ 
sans went. 
N othing cou ld hold them 
back. 
They had got off the sand p ile, 
on to the firing lin e ; they were there 
to fight, and Kansas was w atching her 
lads. 
So was the world, bu t Kansas 
was the world to the Kansans. 
They 
almost brou ght abou t a check by their 
ferocity. 
“ Straighten ou t you r lin e,” the div i­ 
sion commander commanded. 
“ I will, sir, as soon as I can get the 
Kansans back,” was the answer. 
W hen be did get them back, they had 
inv aded Caloocan, IcMst six men and had 
22 wou nded. 
A fter that there was no 
longer a desp ised Kansas regim ent. The 
Tw entieth was p u t in Caloocan and or­ 
dered to bold it. 
On the night of the 
8th it was learned th at the Filip inos 
had p lanned a ru sh. 
The Tw entieth 
was ordered to rep el it. 
Instead of 
standing to receiv e the attack, the regi­ 
m ent w ent ou t in the night, crawled 
u p on the enemy, alert as it was, and 
w ent throu gh like the hot winds of 
their own sta ta 
Their battlecry was a 
football yell. 
On the 9th, after this night ru sh, 
they were sent to tu rn the left flank of 
the enemy, in hoi>es of hem m ing him, 
and once more Reu ter singled ou t this 
rem arkable regim ent to describe to his 
Eu rop ean readers.—St. Lou is Rep u blic.

W hen the elep hant is p u rsu ed on foot, 
it is inv ariably sou ght in the dep ths of

The hu nter, hav ing tracked his 
qu arry to its retreat, is obliged to u se 
the u tm ost stealth in ap p roaching it. 
the elep hant being a v ery light sleep er 
and awakened by the slightest u nu su al 
sou nd. 
The difficu lty of mov ing throu gh 
dense, thorny ju ngle w ithou t m aking 
any sou nd dissim ilar to those which 
m ight be p rodu ced by natu re, su ch as 
the stirrin g of the branches by a light 
breeze or the occasional falling of a 
dead leaf, is greater than can be realized 
by any one who has not tried it. 
On g etting w ithin arm ’s length of his 
game the swordsman slowly raises him ­ 
self to an erect p osition and deals a 
slashing cu t on the back sinews of the 
nearest foot abcu t ten inches from the 
grou nd, a t the same tim e leap ing nim ­ 
bly back to av oid a blow from the ani­ 
m al’s tru nk. The cu t, if p rop erly deliv ­ 
ered, bites sheer to the bone, sev ering 
the large arteries, and in a short tim e 
death ensu es from hemorrhage-

In case of fire, if the bu rning articles 
are at once sp lashed and sp rayed w ith 
a solu tion of salt and n itrate of am ­

formed, ^ h is is a p rep aration which 
can be made at home at a trifling cost 
and shou ld be kep t on hand. 
Dissolv e 
20 p ou nds of common salt and ten 
p ou nds of n itrate of am m onia in sev en 
gallons of water. 
Pou r this into qu art 
bottles of thin glass and fire grenades 
are at hand ready for u se. 
These bot­ 
tles m u st be tightly corked and sealed 
to p rev ent ev ap oration, and in case of 
fire they m u st 
be throw n near the 
flames, so as to break and liberate the 
gas contained. 
A t least two dozen of 
these bottles shou ld be ready for an 
emergency. 
In this connection it is well to re­ 
member th at w ater on bu rning oil scat­ 
ters the flame, bu t th at flou r will ex­ 
tingu ish it. 
Salt throw n u p on a fire if 
the chim ney is bu rning will help to 
deaden the blaze. 
If a fire once gets 
u nder headway and p rom p t exit be­ 
comes a necessity, a silk handkerchief 
dip p ed in w ater and wrap p ed abou t the 
m ou th and nostrils will p rev ent su ffoca­ 
tion from smoke; failing this, a p iece 
of wet flannel will answer. 
Shou ld smoke fill the room, recall 
you r p hysics—rem em ber th at smoke 
goes first to the top of the room and 
last to the floor. 
W rap a blanket or 
woolen garm ent abou t you , w ith the 
wet cloth ov er you 
face, drop on you r 
hands and knees a .id craw l to the w in­ 
dow. 
Bear in m ind th at there is no 
more danger in getting down from a 
three story window than from the first 
floor if you keep a firm hold of the 
rop e or ladder. 
Do not slide, bu t go 
hand ov er hand.—New York Tribu ne.

The military prison at Santiago, Ca­ 
ba, the old Spanish “cnartel,” where 
Hobson was confined, now contains 26 
of the most desperate characters that 
ever drew breath in the western world 
Since the departnre of the dons it has 
been discovered that the monntains and 
inland 
country, 
especially Santiago 
province, are filled with a class of brig 
ands who are robbers, kidnapers, cut­ 
throats and footpads in every sense of 
the word. Under Spanish misrule it 
was the custom with these “gentlemen 
of the road” to waylay travelers, levy 
blackmail on planters, pillage homes 
and kidnap at will, and, like the brig 
ands of old Spain and older Italy, they 
found no difficulty in securing immuni 
ty from arrest by sharing with the offi­ 
cials a certain percentage of the plun- 
der. 
I know of cases where excellent Span 
ish officers had not received one cent of 
pay for more than two years, and they 
bad to live somehow. The ranks of the 
insurgent army contained many adven­ 
turers, seekers of fortune, and after the 
war, “finding their occupation gone 
they naturally took to the mountains 
and robbed everybody they met. Thia 
is the problem the United States offi­ 
cials have started in to solve, and the 
result so far has been decidedly favor 
able to our forces and rather astonish- 
. ing to the banditti. Bribery methods 
“don’t go,” and now it is shoot to kill 
or surrender. 
Of the 26 outlaws captured in Bant! 
ago province to date, several are leaders 
of separate bands, and seven of them 
are scoundrels of the blackest reputa­ 
tion. The latter are Francisco Dieguez, 
Nicolas Marti ne*, Sorento Matamoro, 
Pedro Dias, Teoflto Chacon (by some 
called Truncon) Antonio Lopez and 
Damien Rodriguez. Dieguez, who is 
confined in the same cell where Lieuten­ 
ant Hobson was beld a prisoner, has the 
general reputation of being the ring­ 
leader. 
For some time after Spanish sover­ 
eignty ceased in the island the new 
army of occupation was deluged with 
reports of outrages of every description. 
This necessitated the sending of troops 
into the interior, and then the reports 
proved to be only too well founded. 
Near San Luis a government packer 
was shot down in cold blood. The Santa 
Anna coffee plantation, the largest in 
eastern Cuba, was raided, the place 
plundered of plate, coin and even fur­ 
niture, and the buildings burned. Har­ 
ry Ramsden, son of the late British con­ 
sul at Santiago, was called out of a 
store at Moron by a band of 20 armed 
men, who demanded that he give them 
$600, which he had drawn in the morn­ 
ing at Santiago. They got the money, 
and then packed nearly all the goods in 
the store on horses and disappeared in 
the hills. 
Similar occurrences had taken place 
all over Santiago province, unchecked, 
"when General Wood took the matter in 
hand. In a week eight of the bandits 
were killed and 82 captured. Twenty- 
six of these are now in irons at Santi­ 
ago, carefully guarded by United States 
troops, who have orders to shoot any 
one of them at the slightest attempt to 
■escape. The leader, Dieguez, was cap­ 
tured in a most ingenious manner. 
Word had come in that he was ten ©ris­ 
ing the whole country around San Luis. 
Among other of his recent exploits a 
pack train had been held up and two 
packers killed. The paymaster of the 
Juragua Iron company had been way­ 
laid and robbed. 
Lieutenant Hanna, a regular officer 
on General Wood’s staff, and another 
officer proceeded to San Luis to devise 
ways and means for capturing the rob­ 
ber. 
While sitting in the sally port of 
the arsenal discussing the matter with 
some Ninth immune officers, who should 
come riding up the street but Dieguez 
himself, with two of his companions, 
and all heavily .armed. 
Lieutenant Hanna at once steppec 
out to meet the bandit, and while the 
others rode on Dieguez dismounted and 
proceeded to argue the situation with 
the officer. 
No soldiers were in sight, 
and meanwhile the other regular officer 
had disappeared. While arguing pro 
and con, the disputants had approached 
the arsenal gates and pretty soon were 
well inside and still conversing. 
All at once Lieutenant Hanna said, 
“ Dieguez, you might as well surrender; 
look behind you.” The bandit turned 
quickly, and there were the soldiers 
drawn up at the entrance and with 
them the other officer who had disap­ 
peared 
so quickly. 
Dieguez’s 
eye 
glanced hastily in every direction, and, 
seeing that he was hopelessly trapped, 
without another word he unbuckled his 
machete, laid it down, then his revolv­ 
ers, and finally emptied his pockets of 
cartridges. He was ironed, and 


on his two companions were captured 
up the street and the whole party 
brought to Santiago. 
Perhaps the most cruel of the lot is 
the giant negro, Teoflto Chacon, or, as 
some say, Truncon, who was the official 
executioner for Antonio Maceo during 
the Cuban rebellion. It has been said, 
and the truth of it is admitted by 
Chacon himself, that he has put to 
death with his own hands no less than 
163 prisoners. It is said that with his 
powerful wrists he would sometimes 
pull out a prisoner’s tongue. Before 
torturing them, he would first bind 
their elbows securely with ropes. Oth- 
trs were laid on the ground, tightly 
bound, and garroted. The bandit is a 
giant in stature, with steel corded mus­ 
cles and powerful frame, and strikingly 
reminds one of the Lygian hero in 
“Quo Vadis,” who twists the head 
from the auroths. 
The system now adapted by General 
Wood to suppress bushwhacking is to 
scatter throughout the province small 
detachments of troops, stationing them 
at the sugar and copper plantations or 
in small villages and towns, with re­ 
liefs of large forces in the main cities, 
who can proceed by quick marches to 
any threatened point. Although there 
is a rather long record of outlawry to 
wipe out, there can be no doubt but 
that under the present system the Unit­ 
ed States will be able to close the final 
chapter and clear forever from the 
pages of the western world this laet 
stain of the Spanish regime.—-Special 
Cor. New York Journal.

Cool and Remember and Fol­ 
low These Instructions. 
In case of fire, if the burning articles 
are at once splashed and sprayed^ with 
a solution of salt and nitrate of ain 
monia an incombustible 
coating ^ is 
formed. This is a preparation which 
can be made at home at a trifling cost 
and should be kept on hand. Dissolve 
20 pounds of common salt and ten 
pounds of nitrate of ammonia in seven 
gallons of water. Pour this into quart 
bottles of thin glass and fire grenades 
are at hand ready for use. These bot­ 
tles must be tightly corked and sealed 
to prevent evaporation, and in case of 
fire they must be thrown near the 
flames, so as to break and liberate the 
gas contained. At least two dozen of 
these bottles should be ready for an 
emergency. 
In this connection it is well to re­ 
member that water on burning oil scat­ 
ters the flame, but that flour will ex­ 
tinguish it. 
Salt thrown upon a fire if 
the chimney is borning will help to 
deaden the blaze. If a fire once gets 
under headway and prompt exit be­ 
comes a necessity, a silk handkerchief 
dipped in water and wrapped about the 
mouth and nostrils will prevent suffoca­ 
tion from smoke; failing this, a piece 
of wet flannel will answer. 
Should smoke fill the room, recall 
your physics—remember that smoke 
goes first to the top of the room and 
last to the floor. 
Wrap a blanket or 
woolen garment about you, with the 
wet cloth over you 
face, drop on your 
hands and knees aud crawl to the win­ 
dow. Bear in mind that there is no 
more danger in getting down from a 
three story window than from the first 
floor if you keep a firm hold of the 
rope or ladder. Do not slide, but go 
hand over hand.—New York Tribune.

Of the 26 outlaws captured in Santi­ 
ago province to date, several are leaders 
of separate bands, and seven of them 
are scoundrels of the blackest reputa­ 
tion. The latter are Francisco Dieguez, 
Nicolas Martinez, Lorenzo Matamoro, 
Pedro Diaz, Teofito Chacon (by some 
called Truncon) Antonio Lopez and 
Damien Rodriguez. 
Dieguez, who is 
confined in the same cell where Lieuten­ 
ant Hobson was beld a prisoner, has the 
general reputation of being the ring­ 
leader. 
For some time after Spanish sover­ 
eignty ceased in the island the new 
army of occupation was deluged with 
reports of outrages of every description. 
This necessitated the sending of troops 
into the interior, and then the reports 
proved to be only too well founded. 
Near San Luis a government packer 
was shot down in cold blood. The Santa 
Anna coffee plantation, the largest in 
eastern 
Cuba, was raided, the place 
plundered of plate, coin and even fur­ 
niture, and the buildings burned. Har­ 
ry Ramsden, son of the late British con­ 
sul at Santiago, was called out of a 
store at Moron by a band of 20 armed 
men, who demanded that he give them 
$600, which he had drawn in the morn­ 
ing at Santiago. They got the money, 
and then packed nearly all the goods in 
the store on horses and disappeared in 
the hills. 
Similar occurrences had taken place 
all over Santiago province, unchecked, 
-when General Wood took the matter in 
band. In a week eight of the bandits 
were killed and 82 captured. Twenty- 
six of these are now in irons at Santi­ 
ago, carefully guarded by United States 
troops, who have orders to shoot any 
one of them at the slightest attempt to 
•ascape. The leader, Dieguez, was cap­ 
tured in a most ingenious manner. 
Word had come in that he was tenor!*- 
ing the whole country around San Luis. 
Among other of his recent exploits a 
pack train had been held up and two 
packers killed. The paymaster of the 
Juragua Iron company had been way­ 
laid and robbed. 
Lieutenant Hanna, a regular officer 
on General Wood’s staff, and another 
officer proceeded to San Luis to devise 
ways and means for capturing the rob­ 
ber. While sitting in the sally port of 
the arsenal discussing the matter with 
some Ninth immune officers, who should 
come riding up the street but Dieguez 
himself, with two of his companions, 
and all heavily .armed. 
L ieutenant H anna a t once stepped 
ou t to m eet the bandit, and w hile the 
others rode on Dieguez dism ounted and 
proceeded to argue the situation w ith 
the officer. 
No soldiers were in sight, 
and m eanw hile the other regular officer 
had disappeared. 
W hile arguing pro 
and con, the disputants had approached 
th e arsenal gates aud pretty soon were 
well inside and still conversing. 
All at once L ieutenant H anna said, 
“ Dieguez, you m ight as well surrender; 
look behind y o u .” 
The bandit turned 
quickly, and there were the soldiers 
drawn up at the entrance and with 
them the other officer who had disap­ 
peared 
so 
quickly. 
Dieguez’s 
eye 
glanced hastily in every direction, and, 
seeing that he was hopelessly trapped, 
without another word he unbuckled his 
machete, laid it down, then his revolv­ 
ers, and finally emptied his pockets of 
cartridges. He was ironed, and later 


on bis two companions were captured 
up th e street and the whole party 
brought to Santiago. 
P erhaps th e m ost cruel of th e lot is 
th e g ia n t negro, Teofito Chacon, or, as 
som e say, T runcon, who w as th e official 
executioner for A ntonio M aceo d u rin g 
the C uban rebellion. 
I t has been said, 
and th e tru th of it is ad m itted by 
Chacon him self, th a t he has p u t to 
death w ith his own hands no less th an 
163 prisoners. 
It is said th a t w ith his 
pow erful w rists he w ould som etim es 
pull o u t a prisoner’s tongue. 
Before 
to rtu rin g them , he w ould first bind 
th eir elbows securely w ith ropes. O th 
♦rs w ere laid on the gronnd, tig h tly 
bonnd, and garroted. 
T he b an d it is a 
g ian t in stature, w ith steel corded m us­ 
cles and pow erful fram e, and strik in g ly 
rem inds one of the L ygian hero in 
“ Quo V ad is,” w ho tw ists th e head 
from the anra:hs. 
T he system now adapted by G eneral 
Wood to suppress bushw hacking is to 
sca tte r th roughout the province sm all 
detachm ents of troops, statio n in g them 
a t the sugar and copper p lan tatio n s or 
in sm all villages and tow ns, w ith re­ 
liefs of large forces in th e m ain cities, 
who can proceed by quick m arches to 
any threatened point. 
A lthough there 
is a ra th e r long record of o u tlaw ry to 
w ipe out, there can be no doubt but 
th a t under the present system the U n it 
ed S tates w ill be able to close the final 
chap ter and clear forever from the 
pages of th e w estern w orld th is laet 
stain of the Spanish reg im e.— Special 
Cor. N ew Y ork Jo u rn al. 


THE KANSAS FIGHTERS. 


Stirring Description of Their Brav­ 
ery aa Sent to E ngland. 
Reuter, the British Associated Press 
man, knows a good thing when he sees 
it. He cabled to London and back from 
London as follows: 
“ At 4 p. rn. the American ships 
ceased firing. Then the army fired three 
guns, at an interval of ten seconds, sig­ 
naling the advance of the whole line, 
the Kansas regiment leading through 
the jangle. The rebels’ left wing was 
diverted by Major Bell and IOO men. It 
was like clockwork. 
There was no 
hitch anywhere.” 
Like devils those despised Kansans 
fought. They jumped into that jungle 
as many a time they had done in their 
great Kansas rows of 12 foot corn, and 
they went through it with a mighty 
shout. It was Kansas day. Borne one 
shouted: 
“ Rock Chalk I Jay Hawk I K. S. 
U. I” the football yell of the Kansas 
university, and the regiment went mad. 
It had any number of students in it, 
and Lieutenant Alvord, himself a stu­ 
dent of the university, jumped farther 
in the jungle than any other man. He 
took up the cry and on he went He 
never came back. They buried the 
brave fellow where they found him. 
“ Hurrah for Kansas!” some other 
fellow cried, and on the despised Kan­ 
sans went. Nothing could hold them 
back. They had got off the sand pile, 
on to the firing line; they were there 
to fight, and Kansas was watching her 
lads. Bo was the world, but Kansas 
was the world to the Kansans. They 
almost brought about a check by their 
ferocity. 
“ Straighten out your line,” the divi- 
fion commander commanded. 
“ I will, sir, as soon as I can get the 
Kansans back,” was the answer. 
When be did get them back, they had 
invaded Caloocan, lost six men and had 
22 wounded. After that there was no 
longer a despised Kansas regiment. The 
Twentieth was put in Caloocan and or­ 
dered to hold it. On the night of the 
8th it was learned that the Filipinos 
had planned a rush. The Twentieth 
was ordered to repel it. 
Instead of 
standing to receive the attack, the regi­ 
ment went out in the night, crawled 
up on the enemy, alert as it was, and 
went through like the hot winds of 
their own eta ta Their battlecry was a 
football yell. 
On the 9th, after this night rush, 
they were sent to turn the left flank of 
the enemy, in hopes of hemming him, 
and once more Reuter singled out this 
remarkable regiment to describe to his 
European readers.—Bt. Louis Republic.

incom bustible 
coating is 
form ed. 
T his is a p reparation w hich 
can be m ade a t home a t a triflin g cost 
and should be kept on hand. 
Dissolve 
20 pounds of common salt and ten 
pounds of n itra te of am m onia in seven 
gallons of w ater. 
P oor th is in to q u art 
bottles of th in glass and fire grenades 
are a t hand ready for use. 
These bot 
ties m ust be tig h tly corked and sealec 
to prevent evaporation, and in case o1! 
fire they m ust 
be throw n near the 
flames, so as to break and lib erate the 
gas contained. 
A t least tw o dozen of 
these bottles should be ready for an 
em ergency. 
In th is connection it is w ell to re 
m em ber th a t w ater on b u rn in g oil scat 
ters th e flame, b u t th a t flour w ill ex 
tin g u ish it. 
S alt throw n upon a fire if 
th e chim ney is burning w ill help to 
deaden the blaze. 
If a fire once gets 
under headw ay and prom pt ex it be 
comes a necessity, a silk handkerchief 
dipped in w ater and w rapped about the 
m outh and nostrils w ill p rev en t suffoca 
tion from sm oke; failin g this, a piece 
of w et flannel w ill answ er. 
Should smoke fill th e room, recal 
your physics—rem em ber th a t smoke 
goes Aret to the top of th e room anc 
last to th e floor. 
W rap a blanket or 
woolen garm ent about you, w ith the 
w et cloth over you 
face, drop on your 
hands and knees aud craw l to th e w in 
dow. 
B ear in m ind th a t th ere is no 
m ore dan g er in g e ttin g dow n from 
three story w indow th an from th e first 
floor if you keep a firm hold of the 
rope or ladder. 
Do not slide, b u t go 
hand over h an d .— N ew Y ork T ribune. 
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Elephant H an ti na In Nwbia. 
W hen th e elephant is pursued on foot, 
it is invariably sought in th e depths of 
th e forest, w here it has retired for shel­ 
te r from the noonday sun and also for 
th e short repose it takes d u rin g the 34 
hours. 
T he hunter, having tracked his 
q u arry to its retreat, is obliged to use 
the utm ost stealth in approaching it, 
th e elephant being a very lig h t sleeper 
and aw akened by th e slightest unusual 
sound. 
T he difficulty of m oving through a 
dense, thorny jungle w ith o u t m aking 
any sound dissim ilar to those which 
m ight be produced by natu re, such as 
th e stirrin g of the branches by a light 
breeze or the occasional falling of a 
dead leaf, is g reater th an can be realized 
by any one who has not tried it.

So fa r Mr. G em un- 
d er’s triu m p h was com plete. 
B u t now 
cam e a difficulty. 
W hen he claim ed 
th a t it w as not an old violin, b u t a new 
one m ade by him self, th e com m ittee 
w ould not believe him . 
T hey declared 
he never m ade th e in stru m en t and pro­ 
nounced him an im poster. H e had done 
his w ork too w ell.—Y o u th ’s C om pan­ 
ion.

Th e state departm ent 
h as just received, th rough Embassador 
T o w er from Count Muravieff, Russian 
ujinister for foreign affairs, th e consent 
of th e imperial governm ent to th e 
eetablish ment of such an exh ibit in S t 
Petersburg or Moscow. 
Diplomatic obstacles h aving been re­ 


m o v ed, it now rem ains for th e boards 
of trade and commercial organizations 
to take th e subject up, so th at th e state 
department can get th e views 
m anu­ 
facturers wh o intend to exh ibit at P aria 
It is necessary to know w h eth er th ese 
manufacturers or a sufficient num ber of 
th em to make th e display creditable 
would take th eir exh ibits from Paria to 
Rnstia and sh are th e expense of exh ib­ 
iting th em. 
It would also be necessary 
for th e president to present th e subject 
to congress at th e next session in order 
th at an appropriation m igh t be securer 
for erecting a tem porary building to 
protect th e exh ibit. 
Th e Russian gov 
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ernment will furnish th e use of ground 
free of cost, and will offer such reduc­ 
tions in transportation th rough Russia 
and stipulations and concessions w ith 
repppct to customs duties and oth er 
ch arges as w’ould operate for th e suc­ 
cess of th e enterprise. 
It was said at th e state departm ent 
th e oth er day th at th e m anufactnrers 
of th e country and th e com m ercial or­ 
ganizations would be expected to take 
th e next step. If th ey w ant th e exh ibit 
th e way is clear. Th is project was orig­ 
inally conceived by E th an Allen H itch ­ 
cock, former embassador from th e U n it­ 
ed States to Russia. In Jan uary last h e 
presented th e plan to Connt M uravieff 
in a formal note. About th e same tim e 
Eujbassador Hitch cock suggested th e 
enterprise to th e Russian m inister of 
ways and 
com m unications and th e 
minister of finance and oth er m inisters 
and to th e emperor h im self in a person­ 
al interview’. 
It was well received by 
th em all, and th e emperor, wh o is par­ 
ticularly anxioh s to give every advan­ 
tage to h is subjects, stated th at th e 
Russian people would be glad to see 
practical exh ibits of th e rem arkable ad­ 
vancement of Am ericans in inventive 
genius and m anufacture. 
Embassador Hitch cock’s proposition 
t^o th e Russian governm ent is said to 
nave contemplated an exposition to last 
four or five month s, wh ich would em ­ 
brace meth ods and appliances for tran s­ 
portai ion both by laud and by W’ater, 
including th e most modern and im ­ 
proved devices in use in our cities for

Mr. Hitchcock, while in 
Paris on his way to the United States, 
consulted Mr. Peck, the United States 
commissioner general to the Paris ex­ 
position, and that official indorsed the 
plan and said he believed that if it were 
properly presented to the American 
manufacturers they would adopt it.

Cleveland, May 9.—According to a 
high offic ial of the Vanderbilt lines in 
this city the details of a big railroad 
trust, which is to include all the lines 
between Boston aud Chicago, were be­ 
ing worked, out and the consolidation 
may be completed within the next few 
weeks. 
The recent purcha.se of short 
lines iu New York, Peunsylxauia, Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois was said to be in 
line with the plans- 
It was not the purpose to have all the 
lines under one management exac tly, 
but to apportion them among the Penn­ 
sylvania company, the Vanderbilt inter­ 
ests and the Baltimore and Ohio com­ 
pany when it shall have been reorgan­ 
ized, giving to ©ach system the lines 
that it can use to t^e best Ad vantage. 
The Vanderbilts, it was said, are to 
control, or are expected to control, the 
New England roads, and all the trunk 
lilies ;between Buffalo and New York, 
except the Lehigh Valley. 
West of Buffalo the Vanderbilts have 
the I .ako Shore, the Nicked Plate, the 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie, the Big Four, 
tho Michigan Central, the Flint and 
Pere Marquette, the Monon, Cincin­ 
nati, Hamilton and Dayton, Lake Erie 
aud Western, Hocking Valley, Ohio 
Central, Columbus, Sandusky and Hock­ 
ing and Detroit, Lima aud Northern. 
The Pennsylvania, which has an im­ 
mense system already under its control, 
is expected to acquire the Cleveland, 
Akron aud Columbus, with winch it 
has a traffic arrangement at present, ths 
Wheeling and Like Fine, the* Cleveland, 
Canton aud Southern and the Ohio 
Southern, as well as some minor lines. 
Tin* Baltimore and Ohio is alloted tho 
Lehigh Valley (possibly), the Cherry 
Creek road, which, with the Philadel­

One of the most remarkable facts to 
be found in the history of sleep consists 
in the utter inability to resist its onset 
in cases of extreme fatigue. Several re­ 
markable instances are given in which 
persons have continued to walk onward 
while sleep has overcome them, the au­ 
tomatic centers of the brain evidently 
controlling and stim ulating the muscles 
when consciousness itself 
had been 
completely abrogated. 
It is recorded 
that at the battle of the Nile, amid the 
roar of cannon and the fall of wreckage. 
some of the overfatigued boys serving 
the guns with powder fell asleep on the 
deck. 
Dr. Carpenter gives another in­ 
stance of allied kind. 
In the course of 
the Burmese war the captain of a frig­ 
ate actively engaged 
in combat fell 
asleep from sheer exhanstion and slept 
soundly for two honrs w ithin a yard of 
one of the biggest guns, which was be­ 
ing actively worked during hie slum­ 
bers. 
It is a m atter of common medical 
knowledge that extreme exhanstion in 
face of the severest pain.will induce 
sleep 
Here the imperative demand of 
the body—a demand implanted, as ..we 
have seen, in the constitution of cur 
frames—asserts its influence, and even 
pain, the ordinary conqueror of repose, 
has in its turn to succumb. One of the 
most extraordinary cases in which the 
overruling power of sleep was ever ex­ 
emplified was that of Damiens, con­ 
demned for treason in Paris in 175? 
He was barbarously tortured, but re­ 
marked that the deprivation of sleep 
had been the greatest torture of all. 
It 
was reported that he slept soundly even 
in the short intervals which elapsed be­ 
tween his periods of torture. 
Among the Chinese a form of punish­ 
ment for crimes consists in keeping the 
prisoner continually awake or in arous­ 
ing him incessantly after short inter­ 
vals of repose. 
After the eighth day oT 
such sleeplessness one crim inal besought 
his captors to put him to death by any 
means they could choose or invent, so 
great was his pain and torm ent due to 
the absence of “ nature’s soft nurse. ’ 
Persons engaged in mechanical labor, 
snch as attending a machine in a fac­ 
tory. have often fallen asleep despite 
the plain record of pains and penalties 
attending such dereliction of duty, to 
say nothing of the sense of personal 
danger which was plainly kept before 
their eyes. 
One of the most interesting phases 
connected with sleep is that in which a 
determination, formed overnight, that 
we should wake at a certain hour acts 
true to the appointed time. 
In certain 
instances with which I am acquainted 
the idea acts perfectly, in others it acts 
occasionally, and in other cases, again. 
it fails completely. The explanation of 
this habit depends on what one may 
term a “ dominant idea.” or an idee 
fixe, as the French term i t 
There is 
something akin in this waking notion 
to the “ dominant idea” with which a 
hypnotist may impress his facile sub­ 
ject. If we substitute for the hypnotist 
the individual himself, or mayhap the 
idea of the friend who has been im ­ 
pressing upon him the necessity for 
sounding the reveille at a given hour 
in the morning, we can discern the ra­ 
tionale of the action with a fair degree 
of clearness. 
The dominant idea in the shape of 
the necessity for awaking at a certain 
time is impressed on the brain and is 
probably transm itted to those automatic 
or lower centers which rule our me­ 
chanical acts which are responsible for 
the visions of the night and which are 
capable of carrying out, either in the 
entire absence of consciousness or in the 
exercise of a subconscious condition, 
many complex actions. 
Through the 
hours of sleep the dominant idea re­ 
mains impressed on these lower centers. 
The head of the business sleeps on while 
the night watchman is awake, and so, 
prompt to the time or shortly before or 
after it. the desired result is attained 
and the slumbering brain is awakened 
to the full measure of its activity. 
That sleep is ruled by.the habits of 
the individual is extremely evident. An 
instance is given in which a person who 
had taken passage on board a warship 
was rudely awakened by the morning 
gun. which startled him exceedingly 
On succeeding mornings the gun woke 
him at first sharply and then much 
more quietly, until at length he slept 
on withont being disturbed at all in his 
slumbers by the report. It is also nota­ 
ble that when a special habit of life has 
become part aud parcel of the daily 
routine sleep is liable to be disturbed 
by even the slightest appeal which or­ 
dinarily wakes the individual in the 
exercise of his profession, while noises 
of mach more grievous character fail 
to effect that result. 
The doctor wakes 
on the slightest agitation of his night 
bell, while the click of the needle awakes 
the tired telegraphist when a loud noise 
might fail 
Sir Edward Orrington was serving 
in the early days of his naval experi­ 
ences as signal lientenant to Lord Hood 
at the battle cf Toulon. 
His doty was 
that of watching for and interpreting 
the signals made by the lookout frig­ 


ates. and in tins capacity ne remained 
on deck for 18 or 19 hours out of the 
24 Exhausted with the strain of w atch­ 
ing he went below to obtain sleep, and 
reposed soundly, undisturbed by any 
ordinary noise. 
Yet whenever a com 
rade lightlv whispered in his ear the 
word “ signal” he at once awoke, ready 
for duty. The cause of sleep is as yet a 
matter of scientific debate. In the pies 
ent state of our knowledge there can be 
no absolute certainty in the m attar.—

But what most impressed me was the 
fact that through all these years his 
royal highness should have remembered 
my mother. 
“ He asked so eagerly and pleasantly 
about old Washington people whom he 
met in 1860. 
He remembered all their 
names and little details about them, 
how they looked, and even their fads.

It was always an easy matter for the 
Cld council to pass ordinances in any old 
V. ay bot the new claims committee last 
evening discovered that some of their

One of the last actions taken by the 
old council was to increase the salary 
of the firemen $10 per month, making 
the pay roll of the department $550. 
Last evening Messrs. Smith and Seeker- 
e0n were present to go over the bills and 
when 
the salary 
list of the 
de- 
parf men t was reached they passed it 
until Solicitor McGarry arrived. The 
firemen, of cooree, had expected their 
increase and had added it to their bills, 
bat when Solicitor McGarry came rn 
and loosed at the bill he stated that the 
law said no officer should have his sal­ 
ary increased during his term of office, 
and that he had looked the matter up 


a n d found that the term of Chief Mor­ 
ley did not expire for a year, while the 
other firemen were appointed for no 
definite period, but simply pending good 
behavior. 
In the opinion of the solici­ 
tor, the increase coaid not be granted, 
and he said cases had been known 
where officers woald resign and be re­ 
appointed in order to get the increase, 
bot that this had also been held illegal 
by the court. 
Mr. Seckerson stated that council had 
increased the salaries of the police force 
in the same way, bat was informed that 
it was done before the new officers had 
been appointed. 
It was decided to lay the bills over, 
and Clerk Hanley will have the mem­ 
bers of the department make out their 
bills without the $10 increase and they 
will be paid. 
In the meantime the 
matter will be finally decided. 
When the bill of a local paper was 
reached Mr. Smith asked Clerk Hanley 
if he ever measured up the squares, and 
the clerk replied that he did not. The 
bill went on the pay roll, but a claim of 
the News Review for $128.10 for print­ 
ing the clerk’s report was laid over.

The following letter from a corres­ 
pondent of the New York Commercial 
in Hanley, England, will be read with 
interest in this city. 
The letter reads : 
“ The end of the first quarter of the 
year finds the pottery trade in an im ­ 
proved condition. 
Though there is 
nothing like a ’boom’ most manufactor­ 
ies, whether of china or earthenware, 
of home, or export goods, are fairly well 
supplied with orders and there must be 
few operatives able and willing to work 
who lack situations. 
“ lf potters were not to have a good 
year under existing conditions the fault 
must be in the trade itself. Other trades 
are flourishing and there must be more 
money to be spent in the country than 
has been the case for a long time. 
“ Materials and fuel are higher, la­ 
bor remains stationary, but with an 
upward tendency, legislation has im­ 
posed extra risks and onarges upon pot­ 
tery manufacturers ; but where is the 
potter outside the Rockingham and Jet 
Alliance who has had the temerity to 
raise his prices or lower his discounts ? 
He merely contents himself with grum­ 
bling, blames eyerybody except himself, 
makes all his employers uncomfortable 
and seeks out all little economies which 
often prove to be very expensive ones in 
the long run. 
“ Years ago it was pointed out that 
the introduction of 
machinery into 
manufacturing 
industry 
tended 
to 
equalize products and cost. 
As long as 
hand labor was the principal feature in 
the manufacture of crockery British 
pottery, whether cheapest or not, ranked 
high. 
But now the same iron arms are 
making plates, cups aud bowls in Ger­ 
many and Franoe as in England, while 
the wages of the workers who wield the 
machines are 
practically 
the same. 
Every year the quality of the workman­ 
ship has been tending upward on the 
part of competitors, until at the present 
time the superior workmanship of the 
English pottery is practically a remem’ 
brance only. 
“ Plates, dishes, teaware, of Continen­ 
tal make, yon may see equal in finish to 
any present day English w are; but if 
you want good thrown and turned 
pieces the Continent is emphatically 
‘off.’ One is surprised to find an artis­ 
tic nation like the Frenoh, trusting in 
their pottery almost entirely to the 
moulding and 
machine, 
apparently 
blind to the beaotifnl curves and sharp­ 
ness of outline only obtainable by the 
old-fashioned wheel and human hand. 
“ British makers still are apt to plume 
themselves on the superiority of their 
bodies and glazes, and not without rea­ 
son. 
Some Continental productions, it 
most he admitted, are very wooden, and 
lack the solid texture and clear ring of 
best English earthenware. 
But even 
this advantage is quickly disappearing, 
as will be recognized at once by an ex­ 
amination of the wares of some of the 
best German earthenware m anufactur­ 
ers. 
As to decoration, England already 
imports large quantities of lithographic 
transfers from France and Germany, 
and in more artistic forms of decoration 
it is not to be expected that her work­ 
men can outshine Teutons or French."

CAPTURE OF BRIGANDS. 


Twenty-six of Cuba’s Fiercest 
Outlaws Taken by Our Men. 


TERRORIZED THE WHOLE COUNTRY 


Hobaon'a 
Old 
Prlaon 
at 
S an tiago 
Hold* an E xtraord inary Band of 
Marauder* — Iliegnox, 
the 
beader, 
Caught by a C om bination of b a ck 
and Strategy, la In Hobaon’a Cell. 


The m ilitary prison at Santiago, C a­ 
ba, the old Spanish “ cn artel,” where 
Hobson was confined, now contains 26 
of the most desperate characters th at 
ever drew breath in the western world. 
Since the departure of the dons it has 
been discovered th at the m ountains and 
inland 
country, 
especially Santiago 
province, are filled w .th a class of brig 
ands who are robbers, kidnapers, c u t­ 
throats and footpads in every sense of 
the word. 
Under Spanish m isrule it 
was the custom w ith these “ gentlem en 
of the road” to waylay travelers, levy 
blackm ail on planters, pillage homes 
and kidnap at will, and, like the brig­ 
ands of old Spain and older Italy, they 
found no difficulty in securing im m uni 
ty from arrest by sharing w ith the offi­ 
cials a certain percentage of the plun 
der. 
I know of cases where excellent Span­ 
ish officers had not received one cent of 
pay for more than tw o years, and they 
had to live somehow. 
The ranks of the 
insurgent arm y contained many adven­ 
turers, seekers of fortune, and after the 
war, “ finding their occupation g o n e /’ 
they naturally took to the m ountains 
and robbed everybody they met. 
This 
is the problem the U nited States offi­ 
cials have started in to solve, and the 
result so far has been decidedly favor­ 
able to our forces and rather astonish­ 
ing to the banditti. 
Bribery m ethods 
“ don’t go,” and now it is shoot to kill 
or surrender. 
Of the 26 outlaws captured in S an ti­ 
ago province to date, several are leaders 
of separate bands, and seven of them 
are scoundrels of the blackest rep u ta­ 
tion. The latter are Francisco Dieguez, 
Nicolas M artinez, Lorenzo Matamoro, 
Pedro Diaz, Teofito Chacon (by some 
called Truncon) Antonio Lopez and 
Damien Rodriguez. 
Dieguez, who is 
confined in the same cell where L ieuten­ 
ant Hobson was held a prisoner, has the 
general reputation of being the rin g ­ 
leader. 
For some tim e after Spanish sover­ 
eignty ceased in the island the new 
arm y of occupation was deluged w ith 
reports of outrages of every description. 
This necessitated the sending of troops 
into the interior, and then the reports 
proved to be only too well founded. 
N ear San Luis a governm ent packer 
was shot down in cold blood. The Santa 
Anna coffee plantation, the largest in 
eastern 
Cuba, was raided, the place 
plundered of plate, coin and even fu r­ 
niture, and the buildings burned. H ar­ 
ry Hampden, son of the late B ritish con­ 
sul at Santiago, was called out of a 
store at Moron by a band of 20 arm ed 
men, who demanded th at he give them 
$600, which he had draw n in the m orn­ 
ing at Santiago. 
They got the money, 
and then packed nearly all the goods in 
the store on horses and disappeared in 
the hills. 
Sim ilar occurrences had taken place 
all over Santiago province, unchecked, 
when General Wood took the m atter in 
hand. 
In a week eight of the bandits 
were killed and 82 captured. 
Tw enty- 
six of these are now in irons at S anti­ 
ago, carefully guarded by United States 
troops, who have orders to shoot any 
one of them at the slightest attem pt to 
•■escape. 
The leader, Dieguez, was cap­ 
tu red in a most ingenious 
manner. 


on his two companions were captured 
up the street and the whole party 
brought to Santiago. 
Perhaps the most cruel of the lot is 
the gian t negro, Teofito Chacon, or, as 
some say, Truncon, who was the official 
executioner for Antonio Maceo during 
the Cuban rebellion. 
It has been said, 
and the tru th of it is adm itted by 
Chacon himself, th at he has put to 
death w ith his own hands no less than 
163 prisoners. 
It is said th at w ith his 
powerful w rists he would sometimes 
pull out a prisoner’s tongue. 
Before 
torturing them, he would first bind 
their elbows securely w ith ropes. Oth­ 
ers were laid on the ground, tightly 
bound, and garroted. 
The bandit is a 
giant in stature, w ith steel corded m us­ 
cles and powerful frame, and strikingly 
rem inds one of the Lygian hero in 
“ Quo V adis,” w ho tw ists the head 
from the aurochs. 
The system now adapted by General 
Wood to suppress bushw hacking is to 
scatter throughout the province small 
detachm ents of troops, stationing them 
at the sugar and copper plantations or 
in small villages and towns, w ith re­ 
liefs of large forces in the m ain cities, 
who can proceed by quick m arches to 
any threatened point. 
A lthough there 
is a rather long record of outlaw ry to 
wipe out, there can be no doubt but 
that under the present system the U n it­ 
ed States will be able to close the final 
chapter and clear forever from the 
pages of ti e w estern world this last 
stain of the Spanish regim e.—Special 
Cor. New York Journal.

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W ord had come in th at he was tenoriz- 
ing the whole country around San Luis.

No soldiers were in sight, 
aud m eanwhile tile other regular officer 
had disappeared.

and con. the disputants had approached 
the arsenal gates aud pretty soon were 
well inside aud still converging. 
AU at once Lieutenant H anna said, 
“ Dieguez, you m ight as well surrender , 
look behind you.” The bandit turned 
quickly, and there were the soldiers 
drawn up at the entrance and with 
them the other officer who had disap­ 
peared 
so 
quickly. 
Dieguez’a 
eye 
glanced hastily iu every direction, and, 
seeing th at he was hopelessly trapped, 
w ithout another word he unbuckled his 
machete, laid it down, then his revolv­ 
ers, aud finally em ptied his pockets of 
cartridges. 
He was ironed, and later

N othing could hold them 
back. 
They had got off the sand pile, 
on to the firing line; they were there 
to fight, and Kansas was w atching her 
lads. 
So was the world, but Kansas 
was the world to the Kansans. 
I hey 
alm ost brought about a check by their 
ferocity. 
“ Straighten out your line, ” the divi- 
fion comm ander commanded. 
“ I will, sir, as soon as I can get the 
Kansans back,” was the answer. 
W hen be did get them back, they had 
invaded Caloocan, lost six men and bad 
22 wounded. 
A fter that there was no 
longer a despised Kansas regim ent.

On the 9th, after this night rush, 
they were sent to tu rn the left flank of 
the enemy, in hopes of hem m ing him, 
and once more R euter singled out this 
rem arkable regim ent to describe to his 
European readers.—St. Louis Republic. 


Cool and R em em ber and F ol­ 
low T h ese Instructions. 
In cane of fire, if the burning articles 
are at once splashed and sprayed with 
a solution of salt and n itra te of am ­ 
m onia an incom bustible 
coating is 
formed. ^This is a preparation which 
can be made a t home at a trifling cost 
and should be kept on hand. 
Dissolve 
20 pounds of common salt and ten 
pounds of n itra te of am m onia in seven 
gallons of w ater. 
Pour this into quart 
bottles of thin glass and fire grenades 
are at hand ready for use. 
These bot­ 
tles m ust be tightly corked and sealed 
to prevent evaporation, and in case of 
fire they m ust 
be throw n near the 
flames, so as to breek and liberate the 
gas contained. 
A t least tw o dozen of 
these bottles should be ready for an 
emergency. 
In this connection it is well to re­ 
member that w ater on burning oil scat­ 
ters the flame, but that flour will ex­ 
tinguish it. 
Salt throw n upon a fire if 
the chimney is burning w ill help to 
deaden the blaze. 
If a fire once gets 
under headway and prom pt exit be 
comes a necessity, a silk handkerchief 
dipped in w ater and wrapped about the 
m outh and nostrils will prevent suffoca­ 
tion from sm oke; failing this, a piece 
of wet flannel will answer. 
Should smoke fill the room, recall 
your physics—remember th at smoke 
goes first to the top of the room and 
last to the floor. 
W rap a blanket or 
woolen garm ent about you, w ith the 
wet cloth over you 
face, drop on your 
hands and knees iu d craw l to the w in­ 
dow. 
Bear in m ind th at there is no 
more danger in getting down from a 
three story window than from the first 
floor if you keep a firm hold of the 
rope or ladder. 
Do not slide, but go 
hand over han d .—New York Tribune.

The proposition 
to 
establish 
an 
American exhibit in Russia at the close 
t,f the Paris exposition seems in a fair 
way to succeed. 
The state department 
bas just received, through Embassador 
Tower from Count Mnravieff, Russian 
minister for foreign affairs, the consent 
of the imperial government to the 
establishment of such an exhibit in St 
petersburg or Moscow. 
Diplomatic obstacles having been re­ 
moved, it now remains for the boards 
of trade and commercial organizations 
to take the subject up, so that the state 
department can get the views dl manu­ 
facturers who intend to exhibit at Paris. 
It is necessary to know whether these 
manufacturers or a sufficient number of 
them to make the display creditable 
would take their exhibits from Paris to 
Russia and share the expense of exhib 
iting them. 
It would also be necessary 
for the president to present the subject 
to congress at the next session in order 
that an appropriation might be secured 
for erecting a temporary building 
protect the exhibit. 
The Russian gov 
to 


SECRETARY ETHAN A U E N HITCHCOCK. 
eminent will furnish the use of ground 
free of cost. aud will offer such reduc­ 
tions in transportation through Russia 
and stipulations and concessions with 
respect to customs duties and other 
charges as would operate for the suc­ 
cess of the enterprise. 
It was said at the state department 
the other day that the manufacturers 
of the country and the commercial or 
ganizations would be expected to take 
the next step. If they want the exhibit 
the way is clear. This project was orig­ 
inally conceived by Ethan Allen Hitch­ 
cock, former embassador from the U nit­ 
ed States to Russia. In January last he 
presented the plan to Connt Mnravieff 
in a formal note. About the same time 
Embassador Hitchcock suggested the 
enterprise to the Russian minister of 
ways and 
communications and the 
minister of finance and other ministers 
and to the emperor himself in a person­ 
al interview. 
It was well received by 
them all, and the emperor, who is par­ 
ticularly anxiohs to give every advan­ 
c e to his subjects, stated that the 
Cassian people would be glad to see 
practical exhibits of the remarkable ad­ 
vancement of Americans in inventive 
Benias aud manufacture. 
Embassador Hitchcock’s proposition 
hi the Russian government is said to 
have contemplated an exposition to last 
four or five months, which would em­ 
brace methods and appliances for trans­ 
it nation both by land aud by water, 
including the most modern and irn- 
I roved devices in use in our cities for 
ct nveying passengers and merchandise 
at the lowest cost; machinery of various 
Hirts, agricultural, mining and maim 
■ti til ring, for operation both by power 
tn 1 1 y hand, for the development of the 
natural produces which are to be found 
m such ii Jiindant variety in the vast em­ 
pire of Russia, including the growths, 
" 11 as cotton, flax, grain, timber, the

and other minerals, including 
4 an I petroleum and their byprod- 
H-vt l ie appliances and machin- 


, 
<Jo evfcrjtiling possible 
for the success of the enterprise, if it is 
indorsed by the American manufactur­ 
ers. 
Mr Hitchcock said that, though 
the subject was now out of his hands, 
his plan had been to have established 
in St. Petersburg or Moscow for four or 
five months an exhibit which would 
amount practically to the American ex­ 
hibit at the Paris exposition of 1900. 
The use of a large plot of ground suit­ 
ably situated, he thought, could be se 
cured from the Russian government 
without cost, and a building of tem- 
poiary character could be erected at the 
expem# of the United States. He would 
uut attempt a building of a permanent 
character, but a structure plain, simple 
and inexpensive, which should best pro­ 
vide protection from the weather and 
suitable a> commouations for the men 
in charge of the exhibit. 
The cost of making the exhibit would 
be borne by the persons or corporations 
who sent articles fur exhibition. 
His 
plan did not contemplate in any sense 
a government exhibit or a government 
exposition. 
Mr. Hitchcock, while in 
Paris on his way to the United States, 
consulted Mr. Peck, the United States 
commissioner general to the Paris ex­ 
position, and that official indorsed the 
plan and said he believed that if it were 
properly presented to the American 
manufacturers they would adopt it. 
“ The immense possibilities of Rus­ 
sia. 
Secretary Hitchcock said, “ can 
scarcely be realized in the United 
States. It is a vast empire just awaken­ 
ing to its greatness. 
It is governed 
wisely and well by an emperor, who, 
while but 30 years of age. is intelligent, 
active, progressive arid alive to the 
wonderful possibilities befcre his coun­ 
try. \V bile the Russians themselves are 
skillful in manufactures, they have not 
the facilities at present for supplying 
the empire. 
The demand must be met 
from abroad. 
“ The Russians are friendly to the 
United States, and they would adopt 
our methods probably more freely and 
more quickly than those of any other 
country. 
I believe that an exhibition 
of certain specialties of American man­ 
ufacture in Russia would be of great 
interest arid value, as exhibiting such 
progress as we have made in oar de­ 
velopment, for the study and com­ 
parison of the Russian government and 
people in their industrial advance in 
similar lines. 
I thought,” Secretary Hitchcock 
added, “ that this was the time to make 
this effort, because when our exhibits 
are at Paris half the journey to Russia 
is made. 
It is comparatively a short 
distance from Paris to St. Petersburg. 
Russia is ready to receive us; she will 
make low rates for freight and extend 
to us the bonded privilege, so that cus­ 
toms duties will not be required on ar­ 
ticles that are taken for exhibition pur­ 
poses only, and which are brought out 
of the empire in good faith after the 
exhibit is closed. 
This chance for our 
American manufacturers is net likely 
to occur again. 
Russia opens to ns one 
of the greatest markets of the world. 
Westinghouse, 
the 
manufacturer of 
airbrakes, is equipping the cars of the 
great Siberian railway ; William Deer­ 
ing is selling harvesters and reaping 
machinery in Russia; John Deere is 
selling plows; our locomotives and steel 
rails are in demand there; there is 
scarcely an article of American manu­ 
facture which would not find a ready 
market if our manufacturers would but 
study the peculiar needs of that coun­ 
try. “ —Special to Chicago Times-Her- 
ald.

An officer on the Helena is responsible 
for this story, which happened before 
the Manila fight:

Spick and span under

Uncle Sam's new cable steamship, Gen­ 
eral Hooker, the old Spanish passenger 
steamship Panama, captured during the 
war by the little tog Mangrova 
But 
such is a fact, and the Panama, now 
the General Hooker, under the influ­ 
ence of hard cash, liberally spent by her 
new owner, has taken a new lease of 
life. 
She is going to the Philippines, 
where she will lay at least 300 miles of 
table. 
The mission of the vessel and her offi­ 
cers and crew is to lay branches to con­ 
nect all the military stations on the is­ 
lands with the main cable lines. 
The 
task may take more than two years. 
A small army of men worked on the 
Hooker the other day as she lay along­ 
side the government pier at the foot, of 
Pacific street, Brooklyn. Painters were 
putting the last touches to her interior 
finish. Tinsmiths were lining with zinc 
the small refrigerators on tile port and 
starboard sides of the spar deck forward. 
Other workmen were busily engaged 
in fitting up the quarters of the firemen 
and sailors iii the ’tween decks forward. 
The General Hooker has gained a 
new topgallant forecastle since she was 
rechristened and at the Morse Iron 
works in South Brooklyn, where she 
was practically rebuilt, new tnbes were 
put in her boilers. The little pilothouse 
on top of the superstructure was re­ 
placed by a steel deckhouse, the forward 
end of which is used as a pilothouse 
and the rest as a stateroom for the cap­ 
tain—Stephen Hanlon, an experienced 
navigator, who has walked the bridge 
of ocean steamships for more than 20 
years. 
Captain Hanlon was found superin­ 
tending the arrival of a consignment of 
charts and volumes of salty wisdom 
needed in a trip of such length as the 
Hooker is undertaking. 
‘There in hatch No. I,” he said, 
pointing downward, “are 70 tons of ca­ 
ble coiled in a tank. As the cable weighs 
three tons to the mile, there are a little 
more than 23 miles in that tank. 
In 
No. 2 hold, which is just abaft this one, 
we have another tank, which now holds 
450 tons of cable, or a continuous line 
150 miles in length. 
No. 3 hold, aft, 
contains 280 tons, or a little more than 
93 miles of cable 
‘Besides this, we have stored on 
board 1,000 miles of shore telegraph 
wire which with the fittings that go 
with it weighs 160 tons more. 
There 
are also on board 170 miles of shore ca­ 
ble, and, altogether, with 
the coal, 
stores and supplies of all sorts, the Pan­ 
ama had 2,300 tons measurement on 
board when she left New York. 
“ The voyage to Manila will occupy 
at least 80 days, for, with the auxiliary 
machinery which gives the vessel great­ 
er weight and her deep draft, I do not 
expect her to log mach more than nine 
knots an boar on the average. ” 
The General Hooker will pay a cable 
over a dram placed on the forecastle 
head, and the machinery for picking 
ap the cable is placed on the spar deck 
forward of the fore batch. 
Pointing over the port and starboard 
bows, on the topgallant forecastle, are 
two ti pounder rapid fire guns, the 
vessel’s only armament.—New York 
Journal.
